B.ycKiNo Out. —.Vlr. R. Gurley was reeenil_^ 
challenged to discuss the merits of Coloiiizalipn 
with C. C. Burleigh, Secretary of the Easteiji 
Pennsylvania Society. The proposiiinii was made 
by the Executive Committee, accepted by Mr. 
Gurley, and the time was fixed. The time came, 
hut the Secretary of the Colonization Society, by 
the advice of friends in Philadelphia and else¬ 
where, was induced to ask a postponement. Col- 
onizaiionists were unwilling to have the discussion 
go on, fearful, we presume, of losing the day. 
And yet, according to the Pennsylvania Freeman, 
they have little to hise in Philadelphia. .After 
four week’s labor by tJie Secretary, a last great 
effort Was made on the evening of the 9th irist.' 
“Great notes of preparation,” the Freeman stales, 
"had been sounded. Hundreds of letters had been 
addressed to our distinguished ciiizcn.s, urging 
their alteiylance and co-operation. It was adver¬ 
tised ill all the leading papers, and, in some, accom¬ 
panied with editorial commendation. The lion. 
J. R. Ingers.oll was to preside over its delibera¬ 
tions.' 

The result was, one hundred and fifty persons 
attended, a considerable number of whom, tjoere 
abolitionists. “After some remark.s from the Se¬ 
cretary, deploring the apathy of the friends of 
Colonization, Elliott Cresson—as a furlorn hope 
—made a short speech; whereupon the meeting 
was adjourned, some twelve or fifteen voting oil 
the question.”

OijR Moral Repute.— The European corres¬ 
pondent of the National Intelligencer, under¬ 
stood to be Mr. Walsh, grieves not a little at the 
influence our bank suspensions have had on the 
public sentiment of Europe.

The Natchez Free Trader says: “We learn from 
undoubted authority that a most iinporlatil decision 
has been made by the Federal Court at Jackson. 
Judge Gholson presiding, in the ease of Htckitiao, 
vs. Rose, by which the doctrine is established, 
that all contracts for negroes brought into the Stale 
of Mississippi and sold “as merc/ian.&xe,” subse¬ 
quent to the Islday of May, in the year 1833, 
illegal, and, as such, are null and void. This de» 
cision must, of necessity, have an important bea¬ 
ring on Mis.sissippi debts to northern negro-traders, 
to the amount ol at lea.st two millions of dollars.— 
It is based on the second section of the article un¬ 
der the head of “slaves,” in the amended constitu¬ 
tion of the Slate, in these words. 

“Sec. 2. The iuiroduciion of slaves into this 
State, as merchandise or for sale, shall be prohib¬ 
ited from and after the first d-ay of M iv, 1833; 
Provided, That the actual settler or settlers shall 
not be prohibited from pureha.sing slaves in 
Stale in this Union, and bringing them into 
State for their own individual use, until the 
1845,”

I then 
came back to the Miami and tracked him to the 
house of a religious man. I labored with this 
sometime, but he would give me no information.

My boy said lie passed for a free man 
until he got to the house above referred to. As he 
approached the house he heard the voice of prayer.

A. Do you think that slavery is a profitable 
system? 

S. It is to me. That is the reason 1 hold slaves. 
Interest is the goveniing principle of man. 

A. Yon remarked that, “slavery is an evil.” ] 
should think that when one of these evils runs away, 
you would rejoice to get rid of him. 

Y. O, they are profitable evils. I think I mxn 
age my slaves better than most slaveholders. 1 
eneburage my slaves to ask me for any thing they 
wish. 1 forbid my slaves going into the village 
and working half the night, and then perhaps they 
get nothing hut a drink ol whiskey for it. This 
is what injures our slaves, working nights for 
wages. [Yet the slaves wonld not work if eman¬ 
cipated! But this slave-holder had to ihreaicn to | 
\fiog his slaves to keep them from working nights 
' “for wages.”: 

A. It costs a good deal to buy your slaves. 
Tlien a.free man will accomplish twice as much as 
a ?lave. I understand they work off a set of hands 
on the coitoH agd sugar plantations in about live 
years. Now lettving the moral hearings out of the 
quosiloii, would il not be for the interest of the 
masjsr to employ free labofcrs?” 

S. It costs more to hire laborers in the sl-ave 
stales, than it does with yon. I have seven hands 
in my Work, and I should have to give hired hands 
$1 25 per day. Now, I gel them for nothing. 
There are not the improvements in the slave states 
that there are in the free. Necessity is the mother 
of invention. A man that can get others to do his 
work for nothing, will not be likely to work him¬ 
self. They manage their slaves very poorly down 
South. They do not give them half enough to 
eat and drink. In many instances the French 
starve them to death. Since the Au^ricans began

A. This is perfectly natural. Men steeped in 
oppression are the very ones to oppress. Our 
fiirefailiers, who left the endearments of “sweet 
lonie” and came to these Western wilds, were the 
:ery ones to imprison, or banish those who dif¬ 
fered from them in opinion. Besides, all the sel- 
fisli feelings of the driver aie appealed to. He 
knows, that if lie does not make tlie poor slaves 
themselves to their utmost, he will be flogged 
and pul into the gang with iheresu 

S. Tliev hold each other as slaves, and if they 
have no mercy on themselves, (hey cannot expect 
ulners to have on them. 

A. I do not tike to injure any person’s feelings, 
(lie has colored children,) bat ri*:i!!y I think there 
are some pr.-ietioes among the whites, that show 
greater depravity than this. I - think it is rather 
worse for parents to sdll their own children, 
than for a negro to enslave one of his own color. 
This you know is common at the South. 

5'. Yes; there was one of my ncighhors who 
sold his own child, and its mother, to go down 
Sooth. Sometime afterwards, one of'my Other 
neighbors returned from the South, and enquired 
for this man. I asked him what he wanted. 
Said he, "I wish to tell him about that woman anil 
his child whom he sold. They will kilt her down 
there.” On his next return from the South, he 
said the woman had been whipped to de.vth, and 
the child starved to death. 

.4. Do yon think the slaves are more cruelly 
treated now than they were three or four years 
ago, before anything was said ahoul emancipa¬ 
tion? 

S. No; they are Iruoted better. 

A. What is the best ohjeclion that slaveholders 
urge against emancipation? 

S. The only one that they can bring, that,will 
at all satisfy their consciences, is the condition of 
your blacks in the free srafes. (He .ipokc de'cid- 
edly against otir oppressive laws.) ‘nicre is.ihe 
interest of the slaveholder, as I mentioned belqro. 
Men are influenced by interest. Do y 
peel to accqmpIJsh ymir object? 

.9. Yes. Ido not know whether sfavclioldcrs 
will yield to the truth, or whether they will h.ar- 
den their hearts as Pharaoh did, iiniil God abol¬ 
ish slavery by his judgmeiti.s. But I have no 
dbitbt that einaneipation will take place. 

S. Well: the former will be'mnch the best way. 
A. I do not think Ihql the Kentuckians can ob¬ 
ject nv otir “inierfereniic’” witli very good grace 
hereafter. If we “liave nqil.iiig to do with the 
nihjeet, just keep ymir commissioners at Ijomc. 
Do not send them here to ask us to enact laws in 
Slain slavery. Yon have asked legislation, and 
lime it will come.

.4 CONVERSATION" WITH .4 SL.4VEHOLDER. 

Dr. Bailey: —A few evenings since I spent the 
night with a slaveholder from Ky. The interview 
convinced me that the conscience of the slave¬ 
holder is in favor of'immediate emancipation. I 
shall be able to call to mind but a small part of-ihe 
conversation. Such as I can remember you areal 
liberty to use in any manner yon think proper. 
For myself, I wish that our pro-slayery men, and 
especially ministers, could have heard the state¬ 
ments and admissions mads by this .slaveholder. 

A. You spoke, sir, a short lime since of pursu¬ 
ing your “runaways.” Do you bjame the slave 
for escaping from slavery.—Waiild you not ton 
awav if 3 ’ou were a slave? 

.slaveholder. I prefiurae I should. I do not 
blame the dave for auempiinghisescape. I think 
every slave that,can take care of himself ought to 
run "away, 

A. I saw a m-an ftom Ky. a few days since, 
with adveriisemenls offering .$250 reward for the! 
apprehension of a fogiiive w'ho was also ealled 
the adveriisement a Methodist preather.” I wax] 
asked by an inn-keeper if I would not tell the pur¬ 
suer where he was, provided I knew. I replied, 
“No: I am not going to be made a hound of to 
catch their runawa.ys.” 

S. I would not cateh any person’s slave but my 
own. If I lived in a free state, I would give a 
runaway something to eat and let him pass on. 
Slavery is an evil, but-vve cannot get along withoui 
holding slaves in a slave stale. 

A. There are many who betray fugitives just 
for the sake of the reward. 

S. AU they eare for is our money. They do 
not eare any thing about ns, (slaveholders.) 

A. Did yon ever knosv any one give 
any part of the reward? Do they not always 


slate worse facts than these. i-ja 

■S'. I tell them at the South that I'^n an aboli¬ 
tionist. I do not see how a man be any t hing I 
else in principle. But so long as I “live amilflfa, 
the Romans I musTuo as the Ifomaiis’du.” I atl-, 
init that it is wrnng lAdiold slaves. 

A. Why then, do you not emancipate your 
slaves? , 

S. I have willed them free at my death, 
think I sh-all emancipate them before that tii 
Bat 1 iceat mv slaves helUer than most iiiaslero. If 
I did 'not boy them (hey would be sold down 
South. 

This is very much like a highwayman, who 
should reply when you leinonsirate with him for 
his cruelty, “If I do not rob this man, somebody 
else will.” 

this is.not a verv logical way of 
soiling. IF I WERE A CHRISTIAN I COULD 
.NO T HOLD A SL.AVE. It has often appeared 
to me the strangest thing tn tlie world, that a 
Christian should pretend to hold a stave. The 
only quesiion uj be asked is, are thej’ human—are 
they men? I admit that ihej' are human. The 
foundation of all virtue and religion, is to love 
your neighbor as yourself; and this no slaveholder 
can do . 

A. You speak sir, as though professing Chris¬ 
tians wouki be judged by one law, and non-profes¬ 
sors b\’ another. My Bible gives me no such in¬ 
formation. You sc,em to' see the duly of a Chris¬ 
tian; suppose you set your neighbors an example 
of ‘^ure and undefiled religion.” 

S. I admit that there is otie thing at the SouUi 
that is very bad. Il prevails to a considerable 
tent, even in Ky. The whites look upon the 
blacks as mere niggers, (that is, very degraded.) 
and they treat them as mere niggers; and by this 
means make them just ichat they think them 
to be. 

A. That is the very objection I have 
your system. It converts human beings into “goods 
and chattels personal.” It degrades men jKxhruies. 
Now suppose you looked upon them as-men, and 
treated them as men—do you not think “by 
means j'on wonld make them just what you think 
them to be?” 

S, Oh, you goon the supposiuon tliatjthey 
men, and have the susceptibilities of men! 

A. To be sure. I do go on the supposition that 
This you have admitted.

In tlie House this morning, for the first lime this 
season, a petition was presented in relation to the 
right of trial hy jury, by Mr. Rogers of Ashtabula, 
from citizens of that couhit", and another from citi 
zeris of the same county, asking the legislatnre t 
abolish all civil distinctions on aceonnt of dolor, 
both of which, on motion of that gentleman, wet 
referred to the Standing Committee on the Judicia¬ 
ry. As soon as tlie reference w.as announced, Mr. 
Flood of Licking, chairman of the commiitoe, n 
and asked if the motion to refer w.a« decided, and 
upon being answered that it was, said he was very 
sorr}". After the presentation of petitions was 
through wi'h, Mr. Flood rose and moved a recon¬ 
sideration of the sole referring these petitions I 
the Judiciary Committee, in order that they might 
he referred tn a select commiuee of three, and that 
the usual noiirte.'-y of appointing the mover first o 
the gnmiqiilee iniglu in iliis case be djj^nsc^.ttriih,; 
whicll was agreed to. The Spe.ikcf'tlien appoint¬ 
ed Messrs. Rodgers, Ilcndcrsoit of Hamilton, and 
Ford of Geang.a, the committee. Mr. Ford .isked 
to be excused from serving on the committee, 
which was gr.intC'l. Mr. Henderson also asked to 
be excused, which was refnseil hr the Hirtise.— 
Tha Speaker then appointed 'Mr. Gotidmah of Ma¬ 
rion upon the committee in the place of .Mr. Ford.

of slavery in the United States was not /i<i^ so'bad 
as the mjldest form m Africa. 'Civilized .Ameri¬ 
cans were not capable of such cruelly, as tlie sav¬ 
age daily inflicts upHn his slaves, whose only 
live for -keeping them alive was to sell to some 
slave tra:!^. He thought that God was makiug 
use of slavery to christianize Africa. The mission¬ 
aries in .Africa have not.been suffered to live more 
than two yeara^and a h ilf on an average. God 
frowns on that q^ay of doing business; slave-in 
ders can live with impunity in .dfricu, thereby 
receiving the smiles oj heaven. 

There might be a few inveterate slaveholders 
that advocated colonization from impure motives. 
But liefore Jie lecturer got through, he saidi a- 
raongst the real slaveholders, colonization finds no 
support. God had never opened a way for the 
colored people to enjoy their freedom in this coun¬ 
try. As a proof of this, tlie publie mind is array¬ 
ed against it. 

He did not stop to enquire, whether that was 
right or wrong; it was so, and that was sufficient. 
It seemed that God had made aii opcpinff in Africa 
for Ihe reception.of out black populaiiqp, anti etV 
ry inducement was offered them to''go.' If we 
coald establish a Colony, il would l»e a pfa’cedf 1 
fiige for the missionaries, (Wliai! will you send 
another set of preacheBS there, to incur the dis- 
pleasnreof ihe’dj^ighly, and bring his vengeance 
down upon thdSlieads? Better send kidnappers 
if he smiles upon them!) Cpionizaiion did t 
create prejudice, because it existetl lbnii , prior 
any such sociefv". Onrj^verend triend conciiuled, 
by hoping that he had hurt no person’s feelings,
